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Selectmen  s  ^l^port 


To  the  Citizens  of  Milford : 

In  conformity  with  the  law  that  requires  selectmen  to 
cause  the  annual  reports  of  the  various  departments  of  the 
municipal  government  to  be  seasonably  published,  we  would 
respectfully  present  the  following  reports  for  your  consid- 
eration. 

The  year  just  closed  has  not  been  one  marked  with 
any  extraordinary  or  unusual  events.  The  usual  peaceful 
avocations  of  our  people  have  been  pursued  with  a  fair 
degree  of  success.  The  experiences  of  the  past  perhaps 
qualify  us  to  make  some  suggestions  for  the  future  that 
may  be  worthy  of  your  attention. 

The  expenditure  of  the  public  money  raised  by  a  tax- 
ation that  must  necessarily  bear  heavily  upon  some  should 
be  a  cause  of  constant  watchfulness  upon  the  part  of  those 
who  contribute  as  well  as  those  charged  with  its  disburse- 
ment. From  the  treasurer's  report  you  will  see  that  a  new 
well  at  the  water  works  has  been  constructed  at  a  cost  of 
nearly  four  thousand  dollars  and  paid  for  from  the  earn- 
ings of  the  water  works  aided  by  a  draft  upon  the  town 
treasury  for  $1725.  Our  floating  indebtedness  has  also 
been  decreased  $1,487   04  and  the  bonded  $2,795   46. 

Our  estimates  for  the  coming  year  found  on  another  page 
have  been  made  with  a  view  to  a  lower  tax  rate  and  we  are 
confident  if  they  are  not  exceeded  a  rate  of  not  over  $1.90 
will  be  required. 

HIGHWAYS. 

Our  public  highways  should  interest  all,  and  no  ex- 
penditure of  public  money  concerns  so  many  people  as  that 
expended  in  this  direction.  The  amount  we  are  required 
by  law  to  raise  for  this  department  exceeds  $5,  000  and  we 
believe    a    portion   of    this  could   be  well  expended  on  so 


11 

called  permanent  roads,  and  to  do  this  no  large  expense 
for  costly  machinery  would  be  needed.  We  have  a  plenty 
of  road  material,  not  of  the  best  quality,  but  good,  that 
can  be  had  for  nothing,  and  several  short  pieces  of  road 
made  with  it  are  good  examples  of  what  could  be  done 
upon  a  more  extended  scale. 

Early  last  spring  we  considered  the  matter  of  secur- 
ing more  commodious  quarters  for  the  town  team  and  road 
equipment,  and  were  fortunate  in  securing  the  Gilson  barn 
at  a  lower  rental  than  we  had  formerly  paid  for  two  stalls, 
and  besides  have  the  income  from  the  manure. 

SEWERS. 

The  value  of  a  system  of  public  sewers  in  a  thickly 
settled  community  can  not  be  over  estimated,  for  the 
health  and  comfort  of  all  classes  of  people  depend  largely 
upon  them.  There  are  benefits  derived  from  them  that 
are  general  that  affect  all,  and  for  these  benefits  all  should 
contribute  toward  their  construction.  There  are  other 
benefits  that  are  personal  and  speciiic  that  are  secured 
when  private  drains  are  connected  therewith,  and  for  these 
benefits  the  law  provides  that  a  just  proportion  of  the  ex- 
pense may  be  assessed  upon  those  benefited. 

Early  in  the  summer,  upon  advice  of  George  H.  Allen, 
our  sewer  engineer,  of  Manchester,  we  extended  the  outlet 
of  the  main  sewer  farther  into  the  river,  and  the  conditions 
that  have  existed  there  are  for  a  time  improved.  The  w^ork 
at  this  point  not  requiring  all  the  appropriation  we  thought 
best  to  improve  the  bad  condition  of  Marshall  street  by 
building  a  sewer  427  feet  long,  thus  taking  care  of  all  sur- 
face water  and  the  drainage  from  all  but  two  of  the  dwell- 
ings on  the  line.  There  are  several  localities  that  should 
be  supplied  with  drains  immediately  and  a  small  appropro- 
priation  should  be  made.  We  would  suggest  that  on  all 
streets  where  sewers  are  called  for  that  the  property  own- 
ers be  required  to  sign  an  obligation  to  connect  with  them. 

TOWN   HOUSE   REPAIRS. 

That  our  town  hall  should  receive  some  attention  is  ap- 
parent to  all  who  have  occasion  to  use  it.  That  our  financial 
condition  will  not  warrant  a  large  outlay  is  just  as  apparent 
to  the  tax  payers.  A  small  expenditure  would  put  it  in  a 
condition  suitable  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  built. 
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LIQUOR  AGENCY. 

The  laws  of  our  state  require  that  the  entire  traific  in 
spirituous  and  malt  liquors  shall  be  done  by  agents  appoint- 
ed by  the  towns,  and  sine  the  abolishment  of  our  agency 
several  years  as;0  has  enacted  more  stringent  rules  for  their 
management.  That  there  is  a  legitimate  demand  for  liquors 
for  medicinal  and  other  purposes  there  can  be  no  doubt,  and 
if  it  is  thought  best  to  reestablish  the  agency  it  should  be 
conducted  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
law.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  statistics  of  the  Librarian 
which  follows  this  report  the  circulating  department  of  the 
library  has  been  open  305  days  the  past  year.  The  num- 
ber of  books  given  out  for  home  study  was  20,025  which 
exceeds  by  over  2000  the  number  of  books  given  out  the 
previous  year.  The  unusually  large  number  of  books  dis- 
carded was  because  of  their  condition  which  no  longer 
permitted  of  their  being  kept  in  circulation.

Our  blessings  and  our  privileges  are  appreciated  only 
as  we  measure  them  in  comparison.  If  this  be  so,  then  it 
may  be  good  to  turn  our  eyes  and  our  thoughts  backwards 
and  observe  what  development  has  been  made,  and  how 
our  present  library  privileges  compare  with  those  of  a  few, 
short  years  ago. 

The  American  people  believe  essentially  infreeinstitu- 


tions,  and  no  better  illustration  of  the  development  of  this 
striking  and  worthy  characteristic  is  seen  than  in  the  pub- 
lic libraries  of  the  country. 

The  settlers  of  the  town  of  Milford  early  recognized 
the  value  of  a  public  library,  and  although  not  situated  so 
as  to  make  the  first  library  a  free  institution,  it  was  built 
on  such  liberal  lines  as  to  make  the  transition  to  an  abso- 
lute free  institution,  both  easy  and  rapid. 

The  town  of  Milford  was  incorporated  January  ii, 
1794,  and  in  the  course  of  the  second  year  thereafter,  viz., 
June  I,  1796,  there  was  an  association  formed  under  the 
style  of  "The  Milford  Social  Library  Proprietors."  The 
meetings  for  organization  were  held  at  the  house  of  Jothan 
Shepard,  when  it  was  agreed  that  the  price  of  rights  should 
be  two  dollars;  that  each  associate  should  own  at  least  one 
right,  and  that  the  money  derived  from  the  sale  of  rights 
should  be  devoted  to  the  purchase  of  books.  Assessments  were 
voted  from  time  to  time.  The  interest  in  the  institution 
increased,  and  June  i,  1801,  it  was  incorporated  by  the 
general  court  under  the  name  of  "The  Social  Library  As- 
sociation in  Milford,"  Augustus  Blanchard,  Joshua  Moar, 
James  Wallace,  Robert  Campbell  and  Amos  Blanchard 
being  the  incorporators  named.  Amos  Blanchard  was 
authorized  to  call  the  first  meeting  of   the  incorporators. 

The  library  was  kept  for  many  years  in  the  house  of 
Jonathan  Buxton,  Sr.,  and  subsequently  at  the  house  of 
Caleb  Turner.  The  organization  continued  upwards  of 
thirty-five  years,  during  which  period  many  of  the  original 
proprietors  had  deceased,  and  the  books  having  become 
old  and  worn,  it  was  voted  to  dispose  of  them  by  auction, 
and  dissolve  the  corporation.  The  town  was  without  a 
public  library  till  March,  1841,  when  school  district  num- 
ber I  voted  that  one  hundred  dollars  be  laid  out  in  books 
for  the  use  of  the  district,  and  Humphrey  Moore,  Solomon 
K.  Livermore  and  Daniel  Putnam  were  appointed  a  com- 
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mittee  to  carry  the  vote  into  effect.  In  the  course  of  the 
year  the  books  were  purchased,  rules  adopted,  Daniel 
Russell  chosen  librarian,  and  the  library  apparently  put  in 
good  working  order. 

In  1842,  a  further  sum  of  seventy-five  dollars  was 
appropriated  for  the  increase  of  the  library,  and  the  year 
following,  the  sum  of  ninety  dollars  was  appropriated  to  the 
library,  its  privileges  extended  to  the  whole  town  upon 
condition  that  those  living  out  of  the  district  pay  a  small 
sum  for  the  use  of  each  volume  taken  out,  and  the  purchas- 
ing committee  was  instructed  not  to  buy  any  strictly 
sectarian  books.  The  library  continued  to  receive  appro- 
priations from  time  to  time  till  1853,  when  the  district  was 
divided.  Its  decay  then  commenced.  It  continued  to 
linger,  however,  till  i860,  when  the  books  were  sold  at 
auction,  it  having  been  in  existance  nineteen  years.  The 
year  following  that  in  which  the  district  library  was  sold, 
the  subject  of  establishing  an  agricultural  library  was 
agitated,  and  January,  1862,  an  organization  was  perfected. 

In  1869  the  proprietors  generously  gave  it  to  the  town 
that  it  might  be  merged  in  the  present  library.  In  1864, 
the  ladies  established  a  library  and  the  association  was 
called  the  "Ladies'  Library  Association."  When  the  free 
library  was  established  it  was  closed,  and  the  valuable  col- 
lection was  divided  among  the  proprietors. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  town  in  1868,  the  foun- 
dation of  the  present  library  was  laid  in  the  passing  of  the 
following  resolution  : 

^^l^esolved,  That  a  free  library  be  hereby  established 
within  and  for  the  town  of  Milford  ;  that  the  sum  of  hve 
hundred  dollars  be  raised  by  the  town  and  paid  into  the 
hands  of  the  trustees  hereinafter  provided  for,  with  which 
they  shall,  as  soon  as  possible,  purchase  books  and  other 
necessary  articles,  provide  a  room  and  do  all  necessary 
things  for  the  establishment  and  continuance  of  the  library 
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herein  provided  for."    Articles  governing  the  maintenance 
of  the  library  were  adopted. 

The  trustees  who  had  this  worthy  matter  in  charge  at 
that  time  were  :  Moses  Proctor,  William  Ramsdell,  J.  D. 
Tilton,  T.  L.  Livermore,  C.  S.  Averill.  Among  the  recom- 
mendations contained  in  the  first  annual  report  of  these 
gentlemen  is  the  following:  "That  the  sum  of  forty  dollars 
be  appropriated  for  the  librarian  of  last  year ;  that  the 
case  in  which  the  books  are  kept  be  painted  in  order  to 
cover  pencellings  made  by  some  mischievous  boys  or  other 
persons  ;  and  that  some  better  provisions  be  made  to 
secure  them  against  destruction  or  damage  by  fire."  They 
also  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  five  hundred  dol- 
lars be  made  to  increase  the  library  and  meet  current  ex- 
pences  ;  "believing  that  a  portion  of  our  money  cannot  be 
better  employed  than  by  furnishing  reading  of  a  high  order 
for  all  our  families  by  a  library  of  wide  scope,  free  and 
accessible  to  all  our  people." 

The  appropriation  was  made  as  requested,  and  the 
books  made  available  to  all  citizens  who  desired  to  use 
them.  From  that  day  to  the  present  the  growth  and  use- 
fulness of  the  library  has  annually  increased-  People  have 
grown  to  depend  more  and  more  upon  it,  to  expect  more 
and  more  from  it.  From  the  small  beginning  of  a  few 
hundred  volumes,  it  has  reached  the  present  size  of  7,605 
volumes. 

The  care  of  the  library  has  been  entrusted  first  to  a 
board  of  nine  trustees,  who  have  generously  given  their 
services  in  its  behalf,  among  whom  we  find  the  names  of 
Solomon  K.  Livermore,  Rev.  Humphrey  Moore,  Daniel 
Putnam,  Col.  T.  L.  Livermore,  Clinton  S.  Averill,  F.  W. 
Richardson  and  many  others  who  have  passed  on,  but  who 
are  remembered  for  their  good  works  ;  and  secondly,  to 
ten  librarians:  John  Crosby,  James  M.  Blanchard,  Emeline 
Comstock,  Appleton  M.  Hatch,  George  F.   Burns,  George 
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E.  Hatch,  Albert  A.  Cochran.  Elgin  J.  Burns,  Nellie 
Cochran  and  Rebecca  F.  Doane. 

At  the  annual  meeting  in  March,  1891,  the  town  voted 
to  erect  a  library  building  on  the  lot  at  the  east  of  the 
town  house,  and  appropriated  ^15,000  for  that  purpose.  A 
committee  consisting  of  John  McLane,  Frank  W.  Richard- 
son and  Ezra  C.  Towne  was  chosen  to  take  charge  of  the 
work.  Tuesday  evening,  June  28,  1892,  the  building  was 
formally  dedicated.  Frank  W.  Richardson,  then  chairman 
of  the  board  of  library  trustees,  made  an  address  of  wel- 
come at  the  dedicatory  services  in  which  he  congratulated 
the  town  upon  the  completion  of  the  building  for  the  liber- 
al accommodations  for  the  library,  contrasting  the  preseijt 
commodious  quarters  with  the  ante-room  in  the  old  town 
hall,  and  the  selectmen's  room  in  the  new  town  house, 
which  for  twenty-five  years  had  served  for  library  quarters. 

In  this  connection  it  is  not  amiss  to  say  that  Mr. 
Richardson's  services  in  arranging  the  present  system  of 
indexing  and  cataloguing  according  to  the  Dewey  system 
was  very  valuable.  At  that  time,  several  systems  were 
undergoing  their  experimental  stage,  and  the  Dewey  system, 
which  Mr.  Richardson  recommended  after  much  investiga- 
tion, has  easily  proved  its  superiority  to  all  others. 

The  library  has  also  been  handsomely  remembered  by 
a  bequest  of  $5,000  in  the  will  of  the  late  Ezra  M.  Gay, 
the  income  of  which  is  annually  expended  for  the  purchase 
of  new  books,  also  by  a  gift  of  $100  from  the  late  Miss 
Nancy  Averill. 

''The  value  of  the  sunshine  and  the  rain  cannot  be 
computed,  neither  can  the  influence  of  a  well  regulated 
library;  and  could  the  enterprise,  the  love  of  order,  the 
industry,  the  individuality  of  character,  the  benevolence, 
and  the  public  spirit  for  which  the  town  has  ever  been 
noted,  be  traced  to  their  source,  much  that  is  worthy  of 
emulation  would  undoubtedly  be  found  to  be  due  to  the 
influence  of  her  libraries." 
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When  we  consider  the  progress  of  the  past  few  years, 
the  steady  growth  of  the  library  in  popularity,  usefulness 
and  helpfulness,  the  present  commodious  quarters,  reading 
room,  and  general  equipments,  made  possible  by  the  gen- 
erous annual  provision  of  the  town,  in  comparison  with 
the  difficulties  of  earlier  times,  it  is  easy  to  say  we  should 
be  satisfied.  But  not  so.  Unless  we  continue  to  adopt 
new  and  improved  methods  and  ideas,  we  shall  soon  fall 
behind  other  communities  in  the  matter  of  library  priv- 
ileges. Privileges  that  the  founders  of  this  library  never 
thought  of  or  dreamed  of,  now  present  themselves  almost 
as  a  necessity. 

In  our  last  report,  the  desirability  of  having  a  chil- 
dren's department  and  a  reference  room  was  suggested. 
The  need  is  becoming  more  urgent  every  day.  If  we  are 
to  purchase  valuable  books  of  reference  we  must  provide 
for  their  use.  The  reading  room  is  no  place  for  a  person 
desiring  to  study  a  special  subject  to  sit  down  and  work, 
neither  does  it  offer  the  best  attractions  for  the  many 
young  children  who  daily  visit  the  library.  A  better  place 
should  be  provided  for  both.  It  should  be  considered  in 
connection  with  an  enlarged  usefulness  of  the  library, 
which  ever  has  been,  is  and  always  should  be  the  pride  of 
the  town. 

We  need  not  wait  for  a  generous  Carnegie  to  provide 
these  things  for  us  and  ours,  for,  by  cooperation  and  but 
little  increase  in  annual  expense,  we  can  meet  these  larger 
demands  as  they  present  themselves,  the  same  as  our  bene- 
factors did  before  us,  and  from  whose  generosity  we  are 
now  the  daily  recipient. 

An  excellent  likeness  of  the  late  Ezra  M.  Gay  has 
been  hung  in  the  reading  room,  over  the  mantel,  paid  for 
from  the  annual  appropriation  of  the  town.  A  newspaper 
rack  has  also  been  added  to  the  reading  room.  The  read- 
ing room  has  been  made  much  more  attractive  in  appear- 
ance by  papering  and  frescoing  the  walls. 
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In  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  town  at  its  an- 
nual meeting  the  trustees  have  taken  charge  of  the  unsold 
copies  of  the  Milford  town  history  and  provided  a  suitable 
place  for  their  keeping  in  the  library  room.  The  librarian 
will  supply  copies  to  the  public  as  they  are  called  for  and 
report  the  proceeds  to  the  town  annually. 

It  is  gratifying  to  announce  that  the  use  of  thelibrary 
has  increased  nearly  two  thousand  volumes  over  the  pre- 
vious year.  No  books  have  been  lost  and  no  abuses  of 
the    library   privileges  are   reported. 

The  trustees  deem  themselves  and  the  town  fortunate 
in  being  able  to  retain  from  year  to  year  the  invaluable 
services  of  Miss  Doane,  the  present  librarian.  There  is  an 
advantage  in  having  a  library  continuously  in  charge  of  one 
who  knows  its  history,  who  has,  so  to  speak,  made  it,  and 
who  knows,  also,  the  people,  and  by  thoughtful,  unceasing 
study  come  to  understand  their  wants  and  their  sentiments 
and  to  have  won  their  confidence  and  esteem.  Such  a 
librarian  is  shepherd  and  teacher,  friend  and  guide,  true 
intellectual  pastor  of  a  vast  parish,  the  head  of  a  free  uni- 
versity of  knowledge  and  instruction.

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REMARKS. 


In  making  our  annual  report  we  beg  leave  again  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  town  to  the  advisability  of  mak- 
ing a  small  appropriation  to  care  for  the  old  cemeteries 
and  for  righting  up  headstones,  which  would  add  very 
much  to  the  appearance  of  the  cemeteries,  and  also  of 
our  citizens  to  making  some  provision  for  the  permanent 
care  of  their  lots  ;  a  fund  for  that  purpose  showing  love 
and  respect  for  the  departed  and  a  source  of  pride  to  the 
living. 

But  little  work  has  been  done  at  Riverside,  your  trus- 
tees believing  it  better  to  husband  the  resources  to  assist 
in  building  a  tomb  and  chapel  combined,  which  must  be 
done  at  an  early  date  and  when  done  needs  to  be  of  such 
capacity  and  character  that  it  will  be  sufficient  for  the 
necessities  of  the  town  for  many  years  and  an  ornament 
to  the  cemetery. 

We  recommend  that  the  town  at  its  next  annual 
meeting  appoint  and  instruct  a  committee  to  procure 
plans  for  a  receiving  tomb  and  chapel  combined,  and  a 
small  sum  of  money  be  appropriated  to  meet  their  ex- 
penses. 

The  necessity  of  a  chapel  is  conceded.  There  are 
many  bodies  brought  here  for  burial,  and  with  a  chapel 
near  the  East  Milford  station  it  would  be  easy  of  access 
for  services  and  would  be  used  to  considerable  extent  by 
those  of  our  citizens  whose  homes  are  unsuitable  for  such 
service. 

Your  trustees  have  conveyed  to  the  town  for  an  addi- 
tion to  Riverside  a  part  of  the  Hannon  farm  containing 
8  20-100  acres,  although  this  was  not  an  official  act  of 
the  trustees.  They  have  taken  great  pleasure  in  secur- 
ing to  the  town  so  valuable  an  addition  to  the  Riverside' 
cemetery  for  the  small  sum  of  about  $435.00,  at  less 
than  one-fourth  of  its  real  value.

5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

6.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
school  board  to  draw  the  money  deposited  in  the  INIilford 
Savings  bank  in  the  name  of  school  district  No.  8  of 
Milford,  and  to  execute  a  bond  to  the  assignee  of  said 
bank  to  indemnify  him  against  loss  on  account  of  paying 
such  deposit  to  the  school  district  of  Milford. 

7.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  adopt  by-laws 
concerning  habitual  truants  and  children,  between  the 
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ages  of  six  and  sixteen,  not  attending  scliool  and  not 
having  a  regnlar  and  lawful  occupation,  and  annex  penal- 
ties for  tlie  breach  of  such  by-laws. 

8.  To  see  if  the  district  vnR  vote  to  insure  any  of  its 
school  property  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
same. 

9.  To  choose  agents,  auditors  and  committees  in  rela- 
tion to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

10.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors  and  com- 
mittees heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto.

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^port  of  the  Board  of  Education. 


The  Board  of  Education  presents  to  the  citizens  of 
Milford,  this  report  of  the  schools  for  the  year  ending 
February  15,  1902. 

Each  school  has  been  in  session  for  36  weeks  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  our  teachers  and  scholors  have  been 
doing  excellent  work  as  these  weeks  -have  passed  away. 
We  are  much  pleased  to  notice  that  some  of  our  district 
schools  have  increased  in  size  so  that  at  the  present  time 
we  have  no  district  where  there  are  not  at  least  10  schol- 
ars attending  school. 

We  have  a  very  large  number  of  scholars  from  the 
surrounding  towns  attending  our  High  school  at  the 
present  time  and  the  tuition  of  such  scholars  is  $36  00 
per  year.  This  brings  quite  an  income  tOAvard  the  sup- 
port of  the  school  and  enables  us  to  maintain  a  more  effi- 
cient school  than  we  otherwise  could. 

At  the  end  of  the  school  year  we  were  very  sorry  to 
accept  the  resignation  of  Miss  Foster  from  her  position 
of  second  grade  teacher.  She  had  been  with  us  so  long 
and  had  done  such  good  work  that  we  felt  that  she  ought 
to  be  a  fixture  in  our  corps  of  teachers. 

The  number  in  our  second  grade,  commencing  with 
the  fall  term,  was  such  that  we  concluded  to  make  one 
school  of  the  grade  under  Miss  Carter,  giving  her  as  an 
assistant  Miss  Pilling,  a  graduate  of  the  Bridge  water 
Normal  school.  This  is  the  only  change  we  have  been 
called  upon  to  make  in  our  corps  of  teachers  as  far  as  re- 
lates to  the  graded  schools. 
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The  Board  wishes  very  much,  to  be  able  to  introduce 
drawing  into  our  course  of  study  during  the  coming  year 
and  the  time  seems  rife  for  it.  We  may  be  able  to  divide 
the  time  of  the  music  teacher  so  that  she  can  devote  a 
part  of  her  time  to  drawing. 

We  wish  we  saw  our  way  clear  to  fix  our  No.  9  school 
house  so  it  would  have  a  modern  heating  plant  with 
closets  connected  with  the  sewer,  the  same  as  the  Old 
Brick  has,  but  such  changes  call  for  the  outlay  of  quite 
an  amount  of  money. 

We  feel  that  a  second  floor  must  be  laid  in  the  hall 
over  the  High  school  so  that  the  boys  may  have  a  safe 
and  suitable  place  to  drill  in  if  we  cannot  further  fix  the 
hall.  This  large  room,  large  enough  to  seat  500  people, 
could  be  made  a  most  commodious  auditorium  for  many 
gatherings  connected  with  our  schools,  if  the  town  would 
only  appropriate  about  $1,000  for  its  suitable  equipment. 
When  the  cadets,  in  connection  with  the  High  school, 
were  organized  $150  were  contributed  by  interested  citi- 
zens for  the  purchase  of  arms.  Of  this  $150.,  $9010 
and  $13.95  have  been  spent  at  different  times,  leaving 
$45.95  in  the  hands  of  the  chairman  of  the  School  board 
for  the  further  purchase  of  arms  and  equipments.  This 
sum  will  now  be  deposited  in  the  Granite  Savings  bank, 
subject  to  the  order  of  the  School  board,  to  be  used  for 
the  purpose  for  which  it  was  given.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  WATER  COMMISSIOXERS. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Toivn  of  MiJford : 

The  board  of  Tvater  commissioners  submit  here- 
with their  report  for  the  rear  ending  February  15, 
1902,  together  with  the  report  of  the  superintendent 
and  treasurer,  giving  details  of  the  work  during  the 
year,  carrying  out  the  instructions  of  the  town  in 
relation  to  increasing  the  water  supply,  drawings  and 
specifications  were  prepared  by  Mr.  Leonard  Metcalf 
of  Boston  for  collecting  and  storage  weE  ob  feet  in 
diameter  and  15  ft.  deep,  with  12-ineh  brick  walls  laid 
in  cement,  giving  a  storage  capacity  of  about  100,000 
gallons.  Also  a  ''collector"  of  vitrified,  salt-glazed, 
clay  pipe  to  be  laid  with  open  joints  in  a  trench  11 
feet  deep  from  the  well  easterly  toward  the  highway  for 
a  distance  of  100  feet,  the  well  to  be  connected  with  the 
pumps  by  a  10-inch  suction  pipe. 

A  contract  was  made  with  John  Walker  o^  New- 
market, N.  H..  to  do  the  work,  the  commissioners 
furnishing  most  of  the  material.  The  work  was  com- 
pleted   in  November  and  the  well  is  now  in    successful 

operation.     We  believe  that  this   well  will  furnish    an 
ample  supply  of  good  water  for  some  years  to  come. 

It  will  be  seen  from  an  examination  of  the  treas- 
urer's report  that  the  cost  of  the  well  and  connections 
was  a  little  less  than  81.000,  more  than  half  of  which 
was  paid  from  the  surplus  earnings  of  the  water  works 
this  year. 
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The  new  well  and  the  collecting  trench  are 
located  on  land  belonging  to  E.  R.  Cutts  and  as  he 
is  willing  to  sell  about  two  and  one-half  acres  of  land 
around  the  well  for  what  seems  to  be  a  reasonable  price, 
your  commissioners  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  land  had 
better  be  secured  at  this  time  so  that  it  can  be  con- 
trolled by  the  water  commissioners.  The  question 
will  come  before  the  town  for  action  at  the  town  meet- 
ing in  March. 

The  water  works  are  not,  and  have  not  been  for 
some  years,  any  expense  to  the  town.  The  surplus 
earnings  which  are  turned  over  to  the  town  each  year 
amount  to  from  $1,600  to  $2,000.  This  sum  can  be 
increased  by  extending  the  water-mains  to  such  parts 
of  the  village,  as  need  the  water,  and  ai-e  willing  to  pay 
water  rates  that  will  show  a  profit  to  the  town.  It 
would  seem  to  be  only  good,  common  business  sagacity 
to  make  extentions  of  the  water-mains  to  such  points, 
for  b}^  so  doing  a  large  numbwr  of  people  are  supplied 
with  good  water,  which  is  a  prime  necessity.  Valuable 
property  is  protected  from  fii'e  and  the  value  of 
property  is  enhanced  for  the  purpose  of  taxation.  The 
developement  of  the  town,  the  health  and  pros- 
perity of  its  citizens,  aie  involved  in  this  question  ; 
consequently  it  should  receive  careful  and  intelligent 
consideration.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  of  the 
Town  af  Milford,  N.  B. 

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  present  my  third  annual 
report.  My  first  work  of  importance  was  the  lowering 
of  three  hundred  feet  of  six-inch  main  pipe  near  the  end 
of  the  main  line  on  Elm  street.  This  difficult  job  was 
accomplished  in  seven  weeks'  time  without  shutting  off 
the  water.  The  pipe  was  lowered  from  four  to  five  feet 
on  an  average  from  top  of  pipe  to  ground,  and  near  the 
watering  trough  there  is  a  culvert  which  I  had  to  lower 
the  pipe  under  some  20  inches  and  cover  it  with  a  two 
inch  plank  box  about  10  feet  long.  The  main  pipe  at 
this  point  is  about  seven  feet  under  ground. 

Four  galvanized  service  pipes  have  been  relaid  with 
cement  lined  pipe.  During  the  summer  I  lined  1000 
feet  of  one  inch  pipe  with  cement. 

METERS. 

FDurteen  new  meters  have  been  installed  this  last 
year.  In  places  where  the  experiment  has  been  tried 
to  have  all  services  metered  it  has  met  with  generous 
approval  by  both  taker  and  water  company. 

During  the  winter  the  ice  caused  a  bolt  to  work  loose 
about  half  way  up  the  standpipe  and  make  it  leak.  In 
tbe  early  spring  it  was  repaired. 

HYDRANTS. 

The  tops  of  two  hydrants,  one  at  the  end  of  North 
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and  Olive  streets,  have  been  changed  from  a  two-inch 
outlet  to  a  two  and  one-half,  so  that  now  all  hydrants 
have  the  same  outlet.  Three  new  hydrants  of  the  Lud- 
low pattern  have  been  put  in  to  take  the  place  of  the 
old  ones  which  became  leaky  by  frequent  operation. 

LEAKS. 

A  leak  of  quite  importance  occurred  on  Union 
street  Dec.  23.  This  was  a  service  pipe,  which  pulled 
apart  at  the  lead  connection,  causing  quite  a  washout  in 
the  stieet. 

I  connected  the  Nashua  street  main  direct  with  a 
pressure  gage  in  the  ofBce  of  the  water  board.  This 
gage  indicates  but  a  few  pounds  less  than  the  one  at  the 
station. 

A  four-inch  pipe  has  been  connected  with  the  main 
pipe  on  Marshall  street,  to  supply  the  locomotives  with 
water.  A  large  air  chamber  has  been  placed  in  the 
ground  at  the  end  of  the  system  on  Gilson  hill,  to  re- 
lieve the  water  hammer. 

ANALYSIS. 

The  water  has  been  analyzed  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health  at  Concord,  a  sample  from  the  well  and  one 
from  the  tap  at  my  residence,  and  has  been  pronounced 
as  "good  water." 

PUMPS. 

Both  pumps  are  in  fine  working  condition.  Before 
I  had  charge  of  the  works  the  amount  of  water  deliv- 
ered by  one  revolution  of  the  pump  was  reckoned  as  15 
gallons.  By  correspondence  with  the  maker  of  the 
pump  I  found  it  was  only  13  a)id  a  fraction.  I  leave  off 
the  fraction  and  reckon  at  13.  By  this  difference  in 
reckoning  will  be  seen  why  our  number  of  gallons 
pumped  m  a  year  is  less  than  in  former  years.     The 
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pumps  are  run  every  day  of  the  year  and  the  standpipe 
is  pumped  full  of  water  each  day.  It  is  my  aim  to  keep 
it  full  at  all  times. 

DEAD    ENDS. 

The  dead  ends  of  the  water  system  in  this  town 
are  taken  as  good  care  of  as  in  many  other  places  of  our 
correspondence.  I  have  made  it  a  practice  at  all  dead 
ends  to  go  to  them  once  and  twice  a  month  during  the 
summer  months  and  draw  them  off,  thus  creating  a  cir- 
culation the  entire  length  of  the  main. 

I  have  tried  to  keep  well  posted  on  water  work, 
and  have  visited  the  New  England  Water  Works  Asso- 
ciation in  Boston  whenever  convenient. 

I  personally  make  the  house  to  house  inspection 
twice  a  year,  which  requires  about  two  months  time.  I 
install,  repair  and  lead  all  meters,  keep  m}-  own  books 
and  answer  all  correspondence. 

On  account  of  the  te^^ting  for  water,  the  digging  of 
the  new  well  and  other  work,  has  occupied  so  much  of 
my  time  that  I  have  not  been  able  to  run  the  pumps  at 
the  {station  as  much  as  in  former  years. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  honorable  board  for  their  hearty 
co-operation  accorded  me  in  my  work,  and  trust  that  this 
year  will  be  as  successful  as  the  one  just  passed.

Of  the  deaths  in  town  in  1901,  23  were  buried,  out  of  town,  9 
in  Amherst  Catholic  cemetery.  1  in  Wilton  Caiholic  and.  3  in 
Wilton  Protestant  cemetery,  and  10  in  various  places. 

There  were  brought  here  for  burial  from  other  towns  17. 

The  averag-e  age  at  deatn  for  the  year  was  44,  16  years.  The 
oldest  person  95  years,  one  other  90  years ;  between  80  and  90 
six;  between  70  and  80  eleven;  between  60  and  70  eleven;  be- 
tween 50  and  60  four;  the  sex  was  38  females  and  28  males. 

Of  the  80  births  in  town  30  were  females  and  50  males,  36  of 
which  both  parents  were  born  in  the  United  States,  44,  one  or 
both  parents  M^ere  born  outside  the  United  States. 
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
